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Honda forced into gully to avoid crash

A 2001 Honda Civic, 
operated by a 35-year- 
old Marshfield man, was 
forced off the road into 
the gully in front of the 
Avalon complex after 
trying to avoid a collision 
with a car that had cut in 
front of the Honda, police 
said. 

The accident occurred 
at 7:17 a.m. on Tuesday 
(Dec. 16). Police said a 
small silver car that did 
not stop pulled out of the 
Dunkin Donuts driveway 
to turn right onto King 
Street (Route 3 A) right in 
front of the Honda. The 
Honda veered into the 
oncoming lane to avoid 
hitting the silver car, 
nearly striking a south- 
bound school bus head-on 
before crossing the road 
and running into the gully 
on the opposite (south- 
bound) side.

Doctor completes medical mission to Guatemala

T his time of year, it’s 
easy to get caught 
up in the hustle and 
bustle. But one Cohasset 
doctor went out of her way 
- far away - to give back 
this holiday season. 

Dr. Gerri Goodman, 
a South Shore ophthal- 
mologist and Cohasset 
resident, recently returned 
from a medical mission to 
rural Guatemala. During 
her trip, Goodman prac- 
ticed at the Hospital de 
la Familia in the town of 
Progreso Nuevo, after an 
eight-hour bus ride from 
Guatemala City. 

This year’s trip, which 
took place from Octo- 
ber 29 to November 9, 
marked Goodman’s fourth 
trek to Guatemala. 

“I’ve been going every 
other year since 2006. 

It’s kind of addicting,” she 
said. “You want to go all 
over the world and help 
people." 

While in Guatemala, 
Goodman, who has 
practiced medicine for 27 
years, worked alongside a 
group of other American 
doctors and volunteers 
from The Family founda- 
tion, which is based in 
California. 

Goodman said she was 
the only doctor from the 
east coast this year. She 
first heard of the program 
through a Dedham doctor 
who is part of The Family, 
which raises money for 
similar charities. 

The Cohasset doctor 
said this is “something I 
always wanted to do. 

“You feel like you can 
bring something, and 
it’s not about money,” 
Goodman said of the 
experience. “You give of 
yourself, and you can 
make such a difference.” 
During her visit, Good- 
man performed several 
cataract surgeries per day, 
often putting in 12-hour 
days, and assisted other 
ophthalmologists in the 
eye clinic to provide care 
for hundreds of patients. 

The volunteers, who 
were staying in nun’s 
dormitories, would start 
their days early at 7 a.m. 
and stay working until late 
at night 

Each morning, droves of 
Guatemalans would line 
up for medical care. 

“You’d wake up in the 
morning, and hundreds of 
people were waiting,” said 
Goodman. Some people 
“will actually walk eight 
hours” to be seen by one 
of the U.S. doctors, she 
added. “They line up in 
the morning, and they’re 
patient and kind.” 

The patients, whether 
they had cataracts or

glaucoma, were old and 
young, with families 
traveling to these appoint- 
ments together. 

“It’s very interest- 
ing how they come with 
multi-generations,” said 
Goodman. “The kids and 
grandkids come from far 
away.” 

It’s different than doc- 
tor’s offices in the states, 
she added. “They have 
very basic equipment and 
things that have been 
donated; it’s so different 
from things you would see 
here... It’s a very intense 
experience.” 

Along with medi- 
cal expertise, the teams 
from the U.S. also bring 
medications and surgical 
supplies. Still, even with 
volunteers and donations, 
practicing medicine in 
rural Guatemala “is like 
going back in time,” said 
Goodman. 

Because folks lack 
preventive medical care 
year-round, many diseases 
quickly become serious. 
“Diseases are so advanced 
because of the lack of 
health care,” Goodman 
explained, adding that 
many of her patients come 
in with “very mature cata- 
racts” featuring white film 
over their eyes, so dense 
that “they can’t even see 
light.” 

It’s understandable that, 
after surgery, many Gua- 
temalans believe they’ve 
experienced a miracle. 

“It’s an amazing 
transformation,” said 
Goodman. “You take off 
the [eye] patch the next 
day, and they can see.” 

The doctor recalls one 
patient, a man in his 60s 
who appeared older than 
he was, who had been 
blind in both eyes for “at 
least seven years,” and had 
“no family, no money and 
was scared to death.” 

According to the 
interpreter working with 
Goodman, the man kept 
saying, “I don’t want to 
die, I don’t want to die,” 
Goodman shared. “It was 
very difficult to do his 
surgery.” 

But the next day, 
once the eye patch was 
removed, “He had the 
biggest smile on his face,” 
she said. Being “very reli- 
gious.” she added, the man 
said, “Thank you, Jesus.” 

With the help of Good- 
man and her fellow 
volunteers, the Hosptial 
de la Familia was able to 
see 13,000 patients annu- 
ally; the optometry and 



ophthalmological surgery- 
teams alone treat 1500 
patients per year. 

Goodman said she is 
always impressed with 
“the enormity of the whole 
team and mission, because 
everyone helps each other. 
Everyone does everything 
they can to help each 
other out so you finish 
the day, then go and help 
another group.” 

She is also struck by 
“the simplicity” of life in 
Guatemala. “Everyone is 
so appreciative,” Goodman 
said. “You always come 
home thinking of what’s 
important in life.” 

She also came home 
inspiring her son, Brian 
Coulihan, to take his 
own trip to Guatemala. A 
student at Cohasset High 
School, Coulihan went on 
a school trip to Guatemala 
last year. 

“It made me happy,” said 
Goodman. “Guatemala 
and its people are such a 
passion for me.” 

Of course, the doctor 
plans to keep going on 
these medical missions 
- and hopes to continue 
improving her Spanish 
language skills. Although 
once fluent in high school, 
Goodman said she is still 
trying to “learn better 
Spanish. 

“You feel like you want 
to communicate more,” 
she said. “For connecting 
with people, it would be so 
much nicer.” 

The doctor also hopes to 
take more medical mis- 
sions around the world, 
and help out stateside, 
too. “Our academy [The 
American Academy of 
Ophthalmology] is talking 
of doing something in the 
United States for people 
who can’t afford care,” said 
Goodman. 

Until then, the doctor’s 
hope is that the people 
around her realize that 
they don’t have to make a 
major trip to a third-world 
country to lend a helping 
hand. 

“It doesn’t have to be 
going away; it could be 
local, if people gave a little 
more,” she said. “There are 
so many ways you could 
give... This time of year, 
you get so much more 
than you give [and] there 
are small things that just 
make a difference. Kind- 
ness just builds.”

But the exhibit’s pifece 
de resistance is the “dow- 
ager dinner dress,” a 
three-piece fur and rhine- 
stone-trimmed gown that 
DeGiacomo describes as a 
"showstopper.” 

The vintage dress, along 
with all of the other gar- 
ments in the exhibit, is 
being restored to its former 
glory by textile conservator 
Marie Schlag of the Studio 
for Textile Conservation in 
Scituate. 

Schlag shared that the 
dowager ensemble is also 
her favorite. “It’s really a 
work of art,” she said in a 
phone call to her studio. 
“It’s a piece of silk brocade 
with metallic yarn,” with an 
underskirt and overskirt 
with matching brocade and 
fur trim along the bottom, 
along with a sequined, silk 
lace with sequins. 

“To top it all off, there’s 
a big silk sash on the waist 
with a huge blossom made 
of sequins and glass bugle 
beads,” said Schlag. “When 
you see all this together — 
the metallic yarn, fur trim 
and glass beads — in its 
day when everything was 
sparkling, it must have been 
unbelieveable.” 

Schlag had her work cut 
out for her when it came 
to restoring the garment, 
repairing tears and staining. 
“It’s been a lot of work,” she 
said, adding that she started 
shortly after the exhibit was 
decided upon in late August. 
“Everybody hustled” to have 
everything done by January, 
she said. “It was a big team 
effort.” 

Although the historical 
society hired her to do this 
painstaking work, DeGia- 
como shared that Schlag has 
donated much of her time. 

“She’s just so kind,” said 
DeGiacomo, adding that she 
appreciates Schag’s dedica- 
tion to the restoration effort. 

The society still needs help 
defraying the expensive costs 
of restoration, and is running 
an Adopt-A-Gown cam- 
paign. While some easy fixes 
cost $35, major repairs can 
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cost upwards of $950. Any 
donations are tax-deductible 
and will go directly toward 
the garment restoration and 
conservation fro the future. 

An afternoon tea will be 
held on Sunday, Jan. 25 
for those who opt to adopt 
a dress, along with a guest, 
to view the results of their 
donations up close. 

“It’s so gratifying to see 
them come back to life,” the 
executive director said of the 
garments. “Not only is this a 
costume exhibit ... there’s a 
lot of history” on display. 

The display will be 
unveiled during a cocktail 
party fundraiser on Sat- 
urday, Jan. 10 from 6 to 9 
p.m. at the historical society 
Pratt Building (see sidebar). 
The exhibit will remain open 
through March 2015. 

Capping the festive season 
is a whisky tasting for men 
on Friday, Jan. 30 from 
6:30 to 9:30 p.m., which 
is also a ticketed event and 
fundraiser. 

“It’s an opportunity for 
people to support the society 
and come to a unique event,” 
said DeGiacomo, as most of 
what the society does is free 
and open to the public. 

And, DeGiacomo added, 
“If you haven’t been to the 
historical society lately, you 
haven’t been to the historical 
society ... The building has 
been transformed.” 

The interior was recently 
painting, after Disney filmed 
scenes for the upcoming 
film “The Finest Hours” 
inside the Pratt Building, 
temporarily turning it into 
“The Cape Cod Telephone 
Company.” 

And patrons do not need 
to dress in vintage garb 
for the cocktail party — 
although it’s encouraged. A 
band will be playing music 
from the Downton era, and 
special hors d’oeuvres and 
a signature cocktail will be 
served.

Happy Boxing Day 



Today - the day after 
Christmas — is a special 
holiday in the United King- 
dom, Australia, Canada 
and New Zealand where 
they celebrate “Boxing Day." 

The day after Christmas 
for those who observe 
Boxing Day does not mean 
a major rush to shopping 
malls and retail outlets to 
return or exchange gifts, as 
it does here. On die con- 
trary, the holiday — which 
has its roots in giving to the 
poor — has evolved into 
providing another opportu- 
nity to visit with family and 
friends and enjoy a meal 
together. 

The exact origin of 
Boxing Day isn’t known. 

But it appears to date back 
to the Middle Ages in the 
United Kingdom, when 
wealthy landowners gave 
their servants, who worked 
hard over Christmas, the 
day off to spend time with 
their families. The servants 
were given a box containing 
gifts and money. 

Since perhaps as early 
as 800, die holiday has 
also represented a day 
when churches open their 
alms (charity) boxes and 
distribute the contents to 
the needy. 

Boxing Day is also 
known as St Stephen’s 
Day or the Feast of St 
Stephen, so the Christmas 
Carol “Good King Wences- 
las” is really a celebration 
of Boxing Day. John 
Mason Neale wrote the 
words of the carol, which 
was first published in 
1853, as a children’s song 
to demonstrate generos- 
ity. Wenceslas, who was 
know for his kindness to 
the poor, ruled Bohemia 
(located in what today is 
the Czech Republic) in the 
900s.

Fifty shades of purple 



Y ou could say that 
my trip started off 
with a bang, or you 
might say that my trip 
got off on the wrong foot.

Would my alarm 
wake me up at 4:30 a.m.? 
Would the cab come on 
time? Would the weather 
cooperate? And at the top 
of the list, would the six 
hour flight go okay? 

Wisdom says that it’s 
generally not the things 
we worry about that 
come to pass, and in this

case, that’s true. Super- 
stition says that it’s best 
not to acknowledge how 
smoothly everything is 
going. Maybe in this case 
that’s also true. “How was 
your flight?” asks Jeremy 
when he picks his sister 
Alyssa and me up at the 
airport. “Perfect.” I reply. 

Jet lag kicks in eis the 
afternoon progresses, and 
I’m ready for bed when 
Jeremy and crew are 
ready for dinner. Early 
to bed means early to 
rise though, and I’m fully 
awEike at 2 a.m., count- 
ing the hours until I can 
get up and take a nice hot 
shower. At 5:30 I tiptoe 
into the bathroom, my 
towel in one hand, my 
toiletry bag in the other. 

I remember stepping into 
the shower, adjusting the 
dials, feeling the warm 
water wEishing over me, 
and then shutting off the 
dials. That’s all I remem- 
ber. The next thing I 
know, I’m sprawled on 
the bathroom floor, my 
head spinning and my 
body hurting. 

Details of the follow- 
ing few minutes remain 
fuzzy, but with modesty 
trumping pain, I some- 
how wrap myself in the 
towel, slowly and tenta- 
tively walk the few steps 
back to the guest room,

There’s no 
mirror in the room, but I 
can see from the expres- 
sion on Jeremy’s face that 
Mom’s not looking too 
great. We decide to head 
to the emergency room at 
Marina Del Rey Hospital. 

“How did you fall?” 
asks the intake reception-" 
ist, then the nurse, then , 
the doctor. “I think I 
tripped on the edge of the- 
shower,” I reply, although 
I don’t actually remember 
my descent from verti- 
cal to horizontal. “Where 
does it hurt?” they ask, to 
which I’m tempted to say 
“Everywhere” but limit 
my answer to “My head 
and my left foot.” “Are 
you taking any meds?” is 
the next question. “Blood 
pressure and blood thin- 
ner,” I respond, adding, “I 
have a stent in an artery.” 
One CT scan and several 
x-rays later a diagnosis is 
made: Right head hema- 
toma; left toe contusion;

H appy Boxing Day to 
any of you hailing 
from a UK-centric 
country; happy throwing 
away boxes, wrapping paper 
and eating leftovers day to 
the rest of you. Christmas 
2014 is now in the books and 
while we all have so much to 
be grateful for heading into 
the new year, there are a few 
in our communities who are 
facing a tremendous amount 
of uncertainty I’d like to 
share with you the story of a 
local boy who’s in the midst 
of the fight of his life. 

Chris Furtado is an eighth 
grader at the Cohasset 
Middle School; a real nice 
unassuming kid whom I 
have known and coached off 
and on over the years. Like 
most kids, Chris likes playing 
sports, enjoys music and is 
incredibly polite when you 
speak with him. In Septem- 
ber Chris began experiencing 
headaches, dizziness and 
other symptoms typically 
associated with anxiety, 
which is doctors originally 
diagnosed him with. As the 
months progressed so did 
the number of medical tests 
Chris endured until it was 
discovered that the cause 
of his persistent symptoms 
was Diffuse Sclerosing 
Papillary Thyroid Carcinoma 
(DSPTC), a rare aggressive 
form of thyroid cancer. 

I am perhaps the least 
medically inclined individual 
you’ll ever come across. I get 
queasy at the mere men- 
tion of most ailments. So, 
when I took a moment to 
look up DSPTC, I found 
it difficult to get through. 

The numerous articles that 
I read describe DSPTC as 
extremely aggressive and far 
more serious than the more 
commonly diagnosed form of 
thyroid cancer. The bottom 
line, young Chris is in for the 
fight of his life and he and his 
family could use our help. 

On Nov. 20, Chris under- 
went a surgical procedure to 
try to remove the tumor. A 
procedure that should have 
taken three hours lasted 11, 
and revealed the severity of 
the issue. Back and forth to 
Children’s Hospital he goes 
each week in preparation 
for an even bigger battle, a 
procedure to inject him with 
radioactive iodine, aimed at 
eradicating remaining can- 
cerous cells. Chris’s condition 
requires a dose three times 
greater than normally pre- 
scribed for patients battling 
DSPTC, and will require him 
to be kept in isolation for five 
days after treatment until the 
radiation subsides. Doctors 
will then reassess and expect 
to repeat this process a few 
more times.

G ov. Deval Patrick 
took office eight 
years ago on a 
promise to use “civic 
engagement” to change 
the way government oper- 
ates. In his last weeks in 
office, he found himself 
confronted by a move- 
ment that doesn’t want to 
engage. 

The demonstrations 
that followed grand jury 
decisions in Ferguson, 
Mo., and Staten Island, 
NY, weren’t your tradi- 
tional protest marches 
and rallies, nor were they 
the kind of uncontrolled 
mob that erupts after 
major sports events. 

They were somewhere in 
between: a free-flowing 
mass, moving through 
the city streets, guided 
internally by tweets and 
text messages. 

In a State House inter- 
view last week, Patrick 
told me his administra- 
tion tried to coordinate 
with the organizers of the 
demonstrations, but they 
didn’t want to engage. 
“Disruption is part of 
their point, and I get 
that,” he said. 

Patrick has always 
identified with grassroots 
politics. His indination 
when people take to the 
streets in protest is to 
protect their right to 
political expression, not 
to confront them. 

“The first instinct was 
to gear up with helmets 
and shields,” he said, 

“but that in itself can be 
provocative.” 

So, while police in 
Ferguson and elsewhere 
greeted demonstrators in 
foil riot gear and armored 
vehicles, city and state 
police in Boston wore 
their regular uniforms 
and orange vests. They 
used bicycles to help 
block access to highways. 
“It was not an easy call,” 
Patrick said, since officers’ 
safety was a real concern, 
but it was the right one. 

Patrick also under- 
stands that movements 
must generate their 
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own leaders and their 
own agendas. He’s been 
working to address racial 
disparities in the justice 
system since long before 
he entered Massachusetts 
politics, and there are 
steps that can and should 
be taken in response to 
criticism of police prac- 
tices. The protesters can 
give change a push, but 
the politicians and policy- 
makers must put it into 
action. 

He acknowleged that 
“it’s a lot harder to run 
from the grassroots than 
govern from the grass- 
roots.” His grassroots 
campaign in 2006 drew 
a lot of new people into 
Bay State politics, and a 
campaign organization is 
fluid enough to allow the 
most skilled and commit- 
ted people to rise in the 
ranks. The campaign’s 
goal is simple: getting 
people to vote for its 
candidate. 

Getting legislators, 
especially legislative 
leaders, to respond to 
grassroots pressure is 
much more difficult. 

“We wanted to make the 
less-connected people” 
heard along with the well- 
connected people, Patrick 
said. “One real tension in 
this building is that some 
of the veterans feel threat- 
ened by that.” 

But if he couldn’t figure 
out how to change the 
governing dynamic on 
Beacon Hill - one of his 
conclusions after his 
transportation/tax reform 
package was shot down 
last year is “it’s hard for 
legislatures to do big 
things” - he said the 
grassroots have sustained 
him through eight years 
in the comer office. The 



trick, he said, is to get out 
of the office, meet ordi- 
nary people and listen to 
their stories. 

Listening to people 
held back by criminal 
records convinced him to 
embrace CORI reform, he 
said. Listening to victims 
of school bullying and 
their families gave him a 
better picture of what had 
to be done to reduce the 
threat. 

Patrick has devoted 
much of the last week or 
so to giving exit inter- 
views with the media, and 
he has surely grown tired 
of questions about what 
comes next. His answer 
is the same - a leisurely 
vacation in a warm loca- 
tion with his wife, Diane, 
followed by yet-unspec- 
ified work in the private 
sector. 

If there’s one thing I’ve 
learned in nine years of 
watching Deval Patrick, 
it’s that he tends to do 
what he says he’ll do. 

That means he won’t run 
for president, at least not 
in 2016. He recently said 
it’s too late to put together 
a campaign, which shows 
he’s thought about it. It’s 
not his year anyway, not 
because Hillaxy Clinton 
is so formidable, though 
she is. Patrick’s problem 
is that he is too much like 
his friend Obama to be 
his successor. 

His hair is more gray 
than when he took office 
in 2007, and he’s now a 
proud grandfather. But 
at 58, Deval Patrick has 
got plenty of ambition 
and energy left. He’ll take 
a ceremonial walk down 
the State House steps on 
Jan. 7, but I’m guessing 
that won’t be the last we 
see of him.

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Make no bones about it, 
the path Chris and his family 
are going down is extremely 
difficult but with effort it’s 
survivable. According to 
those I spoke with, Chris's 
cancer may never actually be 
cured; rather he’ll constantly 
fight a battle to manage and 
control. Without a doubt I 
believe that Topher (as some 
call Chris) will succeed in 
part because of the joining of 
forces on the home front to 
support him. 

Chris’s mom, Michelle 
Panarelli Voitlein, is a nurse 
at South Shore Hospital and 
his father Chuck Furtado, a 
lifelong long Hingham resi- 
dent (Class of ’82) and local 
barber have been separated 
for many years. As is the case 
with many divorces there 
have been times between the 
two that have been less than 
amicable, but not when it 
comes to Chris’s well-being. 
As heartwarming as it’s been 
for Chris to see his parents 
working together to support 
him, the struggle has had an 
adverse financial impact on 
both Michelle and Chuck. 

Michelle has been with 
Chris for every doctor’s 
visit and will be with him 
all during the multiple 
rounds of radioactive iodine 
treatments. Her medi- 
cal background has been 
invaluable to helping her 
son but time is against them. 
Michelle is the family’s 
primary income source as 
her husband finds himself 
in between jobs at the worst 
possible time. Without any 
vacation time left, each trip 
to Boston is a day in which 
she is missing much needed 
income and the prognoses 
of impending weeks of not 
being able to work finds 
Michelle and the family 
struggling to meet their 
basic needs. With his income 
based being able to be in the 
shop to cut hair. Chuck faces 
many of the same issues. 

As working parents, we 
have all battled the days 
where our kids want to stay 
home from school because 
they don’t feel well versus 
the need to be at the office. 
Those moments are painful 
as we try and judge whether 
or not our child might be 
able to fight through it so we 
can meet our work commit- 
ments. I honestly cannot 
imagine the stress and pain 



of facing the question of ‘do 
I go to work to help feed 
my family or take my son to 
Children’s Hospital to battle 
cancer?’ One hundred out of 
100 times taking care of one’s 
child should win but in doing 
so that leaves a tremendous 
hole. 

Unbeknownst to the 
other and with their hearts 
in the right place, family 
and friends of Michelle and 
Chuck opened not one but 
two Go Rind Me pages to 
help alleviate the difficult 
financial pressures the par- 
ents are experiencing. Those 
involved realized that while 
the intent was pure, the com- 
peting pages were confusing 
to many so the overwhelm- 
ingly grateful Michelle and 
Chuck have been working 
together to bring clarity and 
direction for those who want 
to help. 

Chuck and Michelle have 
assured me that they have 
consolidated the two pages 
and established a joint bank 
account for the funds raised. 
They’re also posting precisely 
how donations will be uti- 
lized. Funds raised will help 
Chris’s family with medical 
expenses not covered by 
insurance and the time that 
they are unable to work. 

With no real understanding 
how much is truly needed, 
the fundraiser has estab- 
lished a goal of $15,000 with 
the promise that 100 percent 
of remaining funds will be 
donated directly to the Dana- 
Farber/Boston Children’s 
Cancer and Blood Disorders 
Center. The page to help

Each day, light grows 




I ’ve been told that there 
are people who maintain 
their same level of good 
cheer rain or shine. I am 
not one of those people. Not 
that I’m grumpy on a gray 
and rainy day; but my spirits 
generally are, shall we say, 
more subdued under clouds 
than they are in the sunshine. 
Maybe this is true for many 
of you, too. And after all, 
whatever else we human 
beings are, we are creatures 
of the earth. So it would be 
strange, wouldn’t it, if we 
didn’t respond to changes 
in the weather. . . or to the 
changes rung by the annual 
cycle of seasons. 

No surprise, then, that for 
thousands, maybe tens of 
thousands, of years peoples 
in the northern hemisphere 
have created festivals in 
response to the time of 
winter solstice: festivals of 
mirth and merriment at an 
otherwise dark time of year, 
festivals of light to mark the 
onset of increasing daylight 
It is no accident, then, 
that while Hanukkah and 
Christmas each bring unique 
spiritual meanings to the 
lives of Jews and Christians, 
each of these light-filled 
celebrations takes place near 
the time of winter solstice. 
And there is no contradiction 
in this. Instead, how beauti- 
ful it is that Hanukkah’s 
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celebration of religious 
freedom and perseverance 
in the face of oppression is 
linked with the symbolism 
of increasing light in a dark 
time. And how beautiful it 
is that at the darkest time of 
the year Christmas marks the 
birth of Jesus, who brought 
the light of love and peace to 
the world. 

So, whatever festival you 
celebrate - or don’t cel- 
ebrate - and however you 
respond to shifts of clouds 
and sun, darkness and light, 
remember that we've now 
passed the winter solstice; 
and this means that imper- 
ceptibly though it may be to 
the eye from one day to the 
next, each day now measur- 
ably brings more daylight 
rather than less. Yes, we liave 
plenty of winter ahead, likely 
with colder temperatures 
than weVe yet experienced 
this year, and probably a 
good share of snow too. But 
however harsh the winter, 
each day will be filled with a 
little more light than the day

THE HOUSE AND SENATE: There were no roll calls in the House or Senate last week. 

This week, with the end of the 2013-2014 session approaching. Beacon Hill Roll Call continues its series that takes a look at some of the bills approved by the Legislature and signed into law by 
Gov. Deval Patrick in the 2013-2014 session. 

APPROVE 91.4 BILLION FOR HOUSING (H 8727) 

House 151-2, Senate 39-0, approved a package allowing the Patrick administration to borrow $1.4 billion over five years for affordable public housing. Provisions include $500 million to reno- 
vate and modernize many of the state’s 45,000 public housing units; $55 million in loan guarantees to assist homeowners with blindness or severe disabilities to make their homes accessible; and 
$45 million for loans for the development of community-based housing for individuals with mental illness and intellectual disabilities. 

Supporters said that Massachusetts has the 4th highest average home sale price in the nation. They noted this package will help thousands of people remain in their homes or find new afford- 
able housing in the state. 

Opponents expressed concern that another $1.4 billion is being approved for housing without assurances that the benefits will be reserved for people with proper legal documentation. 

(A "Yes" vote is for the package. A “No” vote is against it) 

9L81 BILLION CAPITAL PROJECTS (H 4862) 

House 147-3, Senate 40-0, approved a $1.31 billion capital spending package that allows the state to borrow funds for various projects including $378 million for general state facility improve- 
ments; $312.5 million for health and human services state facility projects; $25.5 million for accessibility improvements at state facilities; $50 million for the Massachusetts Cultural Fund; $60 
million for State Police cruisers; $151 million for library projects; $15.6 million for cities and towns to renovate police and fire stations; and $20 million each for renovation and repairs to the Sen- 
ate and House chambers. 

Hundreds of millions of dollars of earmarks to fund projects proposed by individual legislators for their districts were also included in the package. In reality, the projects are actually more of a 
“wish list” The Patrick administration is required to adhere to the state's annual bond borrowing cap and ultimately decides which projects are affordable and actually get funded. 

Supporters said the package is a fiscally responsible one that funds important projects while maintaining the state's excellent bond rating. 

Opponents urged the Legislature to rein in spending and said the state's debt is one of the highest in the nation and will be a huge burden to our children. 

(A “Yes” vote is for the bill. A “No” vote is against it.) 

HELP MILITARY EAMIUES (S 2052) 

House 146-0, Senate 39-0, approved the VALOR II Act, which expands financial and education benefits and many other services for veterans, active-duty military personnel and their families. 
Provisions include increasing penalties for disturbances of military funerals; allowing college students who are called to active duty the option to complete their courses at a later date or withdraw 
and receive a refund of all tuition and fees; and allowing private-sector employers to give preference to veterans and spouses of 100 percent disabled veterans. 

Supporters noted that one in three homeless people in the nation are veterans, one in five Massachusetts veterans suffer post-traumatic stress and 11 percent suffer traumatic brain injuries. Urey 
said the state should provide these additional benefits and opportunities to the thousands of Bay State veterans who have served and are still serving our nation. 

(A “Yes" vote is for the bill.) 

PROHIBIT SHACKLING OF FEMALE INMATES (S 8978) 

House 146-0, Senate 39-0, approved a law that would prohibit the shackling of a female prisoner during pregnancy, labor and delivery except to prevent her from escaping or seriously injuring 
herself or others. It would also establish minimum standards for the treatment and medical care of pregnant prisoners to promote safe and healthy pregnancy outcomes, including adequate nu- 
trition and prenatal care. 

Supporters said that shackling a female prisoner during birth is an ardiaic practice dial should have been harmed years ago. Urey argued Ural all women deserve a safe, healthy pregnancy and 
birth of their baby. 

(A “Yes" vote is for the bill.) 

BENEFITS FOR FALLEN FIREFIGHTERS AND POLICE OFFICERS (H 4028) 

House 149-0, Senate 3 9-0, approved a law increasing the benefits for families of public safety employees killed in the line of duty from $100,000 to $150,000. 'Ibis change applies retroactive- 
ly to the families of Firefighter Michael Kennedy and Lt. Edward Walsh, who were killed on March 26 while fighting a fire in Boston's Back Bay, and Plymouth Police Officer Gregg Maloney, who 
died in the line of duty on April 1. 

Supporters said it is time to increase this benefit, which has not been raised since 1994. They argued this should be approved quickly in honor and memory of these fallen heroes, who made the 
ultimate sacrifice. 

(A “Yes” vote is for the bill.) 

MINIMUM WAGE HIKETO BEGIN JANUARY 1 (S 2195) 

House 124-24, Senate 35-4, approved a law hiking the current $8 per hour minimum wage by $3 over the next three years. The first hike to $9 will occur in just a few weeks on January 1, 2015. 
The wage will then go to $10 in 2016 and finally to $11 in July 2017. The measure also makes changes in the state's unemployment insurance system; creates a Council on the Underground Econ- 
omy to combat the growing exchange of goods and services that are conducted ‘off tire books;” and raises the minimum hourly wage for tipped employees over three years from its current level of 
$2.63 to $3.75. 

Supporters said this pro-worker law would ensure economic justice and help thousands of families who are living near the poverty level despite the fact that the breadwinner works in excess of 
40 hours weekly. They argued that a minimum wage hike is one of the best anti-poverty programs available. 

Opponents said the liike is unfair to businesses that are already faced with skyrocketing health care and energy costs and would also hurt consumers by forcing businesses to raise prices. Some 
said they supported a smaller increase to $9.50. 

(A “Yes” vote is for the minimum wage liike. A “No” vote is against it.) 

DOMESTIC VIOLENCE (S 2884) 

House 152-0, Senate 35-0, approved a law that allows employers with 50 or more employees to allow workers who are victims of domestic violence, stalking or sexual assault to take a paid or 
unpaid annual 15-day leave of absence to address court, housing, health and other issues arising from the incident. Another key provision would prohibit the use of an “accord and satisfaction" 
agreement in domestic violence cases. These agreements allow the courts to dismiss a domestic violence charge over the prosecutor’s objection if the victim acknowledges in writing that he or she 
has signed an out-of-court private agreement with the offender. 

Other provisions create a new charge for a first offense of domestic assault and delay bail for domestic violence offenders by six hours, allowing victims an opportunity to find a safe place and 
get the necessary help. 

Another provision requires local police departments to witlihold from their public reports all the information about domestic violence allegations including the identity of the person arrested 
on these charges. Supporters said this is designed to protect the confidentiality of domestic violence victims. Opponents, led by Robert Ambrogi, executive director of the Massachusetts Newspa- 
per Publishers Association, said this would in fact violate freedom of the press and protect the alleged perpetrator by hiding his or her name. 

Supporters said this long-overdue law is a critical step toward protecting victims of domestic abuse. They argued it is time to ensure that victims don't have to choose between dealing with prob- 
lems from their assault and losing their jobs because of excess absences.

Just a few weeks later, 
Senior, who would officially 
start his position later that 
month, sat in on his first 
meeting with town officials 
in the Emergency Opera- 
tions Center (EOC), located 
in the basement of the Deer 
rHill School. 

Senior said he was 
“impressed with how well 
everything went” as town 
officials, employees, board 
members and volunteers 
braced for the coming 
storm, and worked together 
efficiently both during and 
after. “Everyone worked 
cooperatively,” the town 
manager recalled. 

“I knew I made the right 
decision,” Senior said of 
'coming to Cohasset, both 
for the blizzard and on 
a permanent basis. And 
since then, “It hasn’t slowed 
down!” 

Coming to Cohasset 

For Senior, coming to 
Cohasset was also a home- 
coming of sorts. While he 
hails from Long Island, 
Senior has roots in Massa- 
chusetts.

between town staff and 
board members after a 
tumultuous period in town 
politics (Cohasset had three 
Town Managers in as many 
years, with Town Manager 
Michael Coughlin being 
fired in March 2012 after 
six months on the job and 
resident Michael Mila- 
noski working as interim 
until Senior was hired last 
year. Milanoski was hired 
as town administrator in 
Carver, Mass.). 

Senior said early on that 
he hoped to ease the ten- 
sion. “I think everybody, 
from all the people I spoke 
with wanted to get back 
to work, cut back on the 
drama, and get back on 
track,” said Senior. “Clearly 
I realized there have been 
some challenges the last 
couple of years, but I think 
people are ready to lay it 
down and move on. I think 
the proof is in the successful 
year we’ve had.” 

One of his proudest 
accomplishments as town 
manager so far has been 
helping to “smooth some 
of the ruffles,” said Senior, 
by “engaging folks to work 
together cooperatively on 
the staff, committee and 
elected board level” and 
“get everyone not neces- 
sarily agreeing - and that’s 
ok - but at least talking. I 
think that’s what everyone 
was looking for; to take a 
breath and go about their 
regular business.” 

Evidence that this is 
working: selectmen meet- 
ings that once stretched 
into the wee hours typically 
wrap up in under three, 
and are more productive 
than contentious, Senior 
explained. 

“Meetings have gone from 
‘must-see TV* to watching 
sheep, but that’s fine with 
me.” 

Officials seem to agree 
that work needs to be done 
efficiently and cooperatively, 
he added, “This town has so 
many exciting opportunities 
on the horizon; everybody is 
looking to define them and 
work towards them." 

Senior also credited 
Cohasset employees and 
officials for laying the 
groundwork for him. “A 
lot of work had been done 
before I got here; I was able 
to build on a really strong 
foundation,” said Senior, 
adding, “We have excellent 
staff, and we’re moving in 
the right direction, but it’s 
going to take a while.”

The town manager shared 
a few highlights from his 
first year in Cohasset, 
including a tour of Wom- 
patuck State Park with 



former selectman Merle 
Brown, who among many 
things serves as a Scoutmas- 
ter in Cohasset. Although 
he hasn’t had a chance to 
spend much time there, 
Senior hopes to “get back 
there and do some hiking, 
one winter’s day.” 

Senior enjoyed the town’s 
first ever “Festival of Lights” 
tree-light and luminary 
walk two weeks ago, put on 
by the Cohasset Chamber of 
Commerce, which “revital- 
ized [the] tradition” of the 
village holiday stroll. 

He has also sailed around 
Cohasset Harbor with 
harbormaster Lorri Gib- 
bons, where he got a closer 
glimpse of Minot Light. 
“I’m not a sailor, but I love 
being out on the ocean,” 
Senior said. “Boy, Cohasset 
is beautiful from the water; 
I can understand the draw.” 

Lastly, cheering on the 
Cohasset High School Divi- 
sion VI champion football 
team at Gillette Stadium 
this month was a major 
moment in Senior’s mind. 
“It was a real privilege to 
stand there with the parents 
and fans.” 

After the game, he came 
back to town for the vil- 
lage holiday craft fair, only 
to startle at the sound of 
sirens. After seeing what 
looked like a few too many 
police cars and fire trucks 
for comfort, Senior quickly 
realized that it was “an 
impromptu parade” for the 
football team. 

“It was so much fun to 
watch; I cheered as they 
went by,” he said. “It really 
was a testament of how 
hard the kids, coaches, and 
parents worked to get them 
to this place.” 

Then, when selectmen 
chair Diane Kennedy drove 
by, she waved at Senior to 
hop in her car.

Steve Cnimmey and Alex- 
ander Koines, whose homes 
abut a single-family home 
being built at 390 Atlantic 
Avenue by the Shaw family. 
The abutters appealed the 
building permit issued by 
town Building Inspector 
Bob Egan, believing that 
the lot is unbuildable since 
it merged with another lot 
seven years ago. 

During a public hearing, 
held in meetings between 
October and December, 
the ZBA determined that 
the lot had grandfathered 
status and was in fact 
buildable. The board voted 
3-0 to deny the appeal 
during the Monday, Dec. 1 
meeting. 

Talerman, however, 
felt that the board had a 
“canned” decision ready to 
go that night, and accused 
the board of holding an 
illegal executive (closed) 
session prior to the public 
meeting. 

The attorney said when 
he arrived at the meeting 
that night, “the hearing 
room door was closed and 
a sign was placed thereon 
indicating the Board was 
in executive session. I 
immediately reviewed the 
Board’s posted public hear- 
ing notice... to determine 
the purpose of the execu- 
tive session.” 

Talerman explained in 
his Open Meeting Law 
(OML) filing that boards 
must disclose the pur- 
pose for an executive 
session; the ZBA’s posting 
indicated that they were 
meeting behind closed

doors “to discuss strategy 
with respect to collective 
bargaining or litigation if 
an open meeting may have 
a detrimental effect on 
the bargaining or litigat- 
ing position of the public 
body.” 

The attorney said that 
this violates the OML 
because it “failed to provide 
any notice whatsoever as to 
the actual topic of discus- 
sion. At the very least, the 
particular matter’s name 
should have been disclosed. 

“Indeed, had I known 
that the matter being 
discussed in executive 
was my client’s petition, I 
would have protested and 
acted accordingly,” said 
Talerman. 

Even more troubling to 
Talerman was the fact that 
Town Counsel Kim Saillant 
was part of the closed ses- 
sion. “Given the presence 
of town counsel, the defi- 
cient notice was even more 
surprising.” 

The attorney further 
stated that the board 
should not have convened 
in closed session during an 
open public hearing. 

“They really had no right 
to conduct an executive 
session at all,” Talerman 
said after the Dec. 1 meet- 
ing. “First of all, the mere 
possibility of litigation is 
not a grounds to say there’s 



threat of litigation... The 
fact that we’re adverse 
doesn’t mean it has to be 
imminent... they can’t just 
call an executive session 
if the think we’re going to 
appeal [the decision]. 

“During the course of 
a hearing, to have a pri- 
vate deliberation session 
is everything the Open 
Meeting Law was designed 
to prevent,” Talerman con- 
cluded. “You can’t cook 
that goose in private.” 

Talerman filed his OML 
complaint on Thursday, 
Dec. 18 with the ZBA and 
Town Clerk. Now the board 
must decide, with Town 
Counsel’s advisement, on 
how to proceed next. ZBA 
clerk Jennifer Oram said 
Tuesday that she was still 
waiting on counsel and 
would know more next 
week. 

The bottom line Tal- 
erman and his clients 
are looking for: the ZBA 
should reverse its decision 
to deny their appeal. 

“Given the intentional 
nature and gravity of 
the violations described 
above, the only viable and 
proper remedy is to nullify 
the board’s decision,” said 
Talerman.
